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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/3/2003 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

As for the argument that Bullock et al does not teach a mode setting unit for selectively 
switching the photographing apparatus into and out of a photographing mode. It is viewed by the 
examiner that the mode-setting unit for selectively switching the photographing apparatus into 
and out-of a photographing mode is viewed as button (177). Button (177) transmits an 
instruction for a photographing action (Exposure period). The examiner views the action of 
instructing the camera to take a picture as selectively placing the camera into a photographing 
mode. The photographing mode is viewed by the examiner as the time when the image sensor 
would be activated to capture a still image (exposure time). It is noted by the examiner that the 
claim is written broadly and does not define the meaning of a photographing mode. 

As for the argument that Bullock et al does not teach a controller for minimizing the 
window when the power-off instruction has been transmitted from the indicator on the display. 
The examiner notes that Bullock et al teaches on Column 9, Lines 26-32 and Column 5, Lines 8- 
1 1 that when the viewfmder button is depressed it sends a command to power up the image 
sensor and is therefore viewed as a power button. Furthermore the window that closes and opens 
is viewed by the examiner as the viewfmder window (170) and not the capture device window
